Tragic ‘Joke’ 
Mars Quiet

What police would otherwise

Robert Durfee Jr., chairman of 
Sequoia chapter, American Red 
Cross, this week released the con-} 
tents of a statement made by Dr.| 
David N. W. Grant, medical direc-| 
tor of the national organization, | 
in response to wide-spread publi- 
cation of charges that the Red, 
Cfoss is charging for blood furn- 
ished to hospitals. 

Dr. Grant’s prepared statement 
reads as follows: 

“The American Red Cross today | 
was distressed to learn that erron-| 
eous statements appearing in the | 
press have again raised charges of! 
selling blood against the organiza-y 
tion. | 

“Throughout the entire his- | 
tory of the blood program, no 
charge has ever been made by 
the Red Cross to hospitals or in- 
dividuals.for blood or blood pro- 
ducts. The Red Cross wishes to 
emphasize that no change has | 
been made in this policy. 

“Every pint of blood donated to 
the Red Cross has cost the organ- 
ization an average of $5.12 for its 
collection, processing and distribu- 
tion to hospitals. The present plan 
of sharing with hospitals concern- 
ed a limited portion of this cost, | 
involving supplies which can be 
used only once and blood trans- 
portation charges is an adjustment 
to meet local conditions which} 
was worked out with hospital au- 
thorities. Approximately 10 of 45 
Red Cross regional blood pro- 
grams have made this adjustment. 

“The costs of these supplies and 
delivery services to the hospitals 
vary from $1.75 to $2.50 per pint 
of blood, according to the locality.

‘There has been a noted increase

Creighton pointed out that the 
three steps to narcotic addic- 
tion among juveniles are alco- 
hol, marijuana, and then to the 
opiates and heroin. Heroin is a 
derivative of opium, and_ is 
classed as the most powerful ad- 
dicting drug in the world. | 

One of the most common ways 
of which a juvenile enters into the 
use of narcotics, is through the 
association with the wrong crowd. 
It starts with juveniles drinking 
in a car, and while-.under the in-| 
fluence of alcohol the juvenile is 
talked into trying a stick of mari- 
juana, and while under the influ- 
ence of the marijuana, he is eas- 
ily introduced to the use of her- 
oin. i 

Ninety-five per cent of juvenile 
narcotic users are from broken 

homes, or from homes where par- 
ents are habitual drinkers, or con- 
tinually quarreling and fighting. 

A happy, normal, healthy juve-| 
nile rarely turns to the use of 
narcotics. 

Creighton strongly urged that 
parents be alerted to the dangers 
of narcotics and to the import- 
ance of bringing up children in 
a happy home environment and 

the impertance of love, affec- 
tion and understanding.

Reader Takes 
Issue with 
Fruit Suggestions 


Dear Mrs. Lee: 

I have always read your col- 
umns with interest because I have 
worked with plants for some 
years. This last story, ‘Fruit 
Trees Grow Well in Menlo Park 
Soil” (Thursday, Oct. 28) has a 
litle that made me read the sug- 
gestions carefully. I am glad that 
you are encouraging people in|} 
this area to plant trees that pro- 
duce fruit. Too many orchards 
have been ripped out. 

I have some suggestions which 

feel should be added to your

not so many treés, but to me it is 
a lot more intense because the col- 
ors are set off against greens and 
grays. 

That yellow plum2 of poplars 
in a forest of dark green oaks at/ 
the end of Crystal Springs; the 
yellow beeches: behind the grey} 
olives at Frost amphitheater. 

It takes only a night: temper- 
ature helow 45 degrees to in- 
duce color in leaves. When ‘tem- 
peratures drop below this point, 
food (chiefly sugats) is trapped 
in the leaves and certain decom- 
pocition products are formed. 

The action of-chlorophyll is re- 
tarded and the predominant pig- 
ments, always present in the 
leaves but masked by chlorophyll, ' 
begin to show. (As ash trees have 
a predominance of yellow pig- 
ment (carotin) and always turn 
yellow.) 

Once these leaves fall, please do 
not burn them. This is the most 
wasteful, expensive thing you can 
do. You can have about two bags 
of leaf mold (worth $1.50 each) | 
from just the leaves off a small} 
fruit tree or street tree like a 
young liquidamber. 

If this material (once decompos- 
ed) is worked into your soil, you 
ought to have the best garden in 
Menlo Park. The soil here is very 
rich, but it is heavy and bakes 
hard or gets watersoaked. 
iMPROVES TEXTURE 

What it needs is organic mater- 
ial to loosen it and improve the 
texture and increase the bacterial 
content. (It is the baeteria that 
break down the minerals in the} 
soil to a form available as food to} 
the plants.) 

What every gardener needs is a 


comments on fruit trees, and I 
have made them as they occurred 


in the newspaper. First, a 15 
foot square area is not large 


enough for any of the trees ex- 
cept a persimmon if you plant the 
Fuyu or “puckerless persimmon.” 
The variety grows slower than the 
Hachiya and the fruit can be pick- 
ed while firm and eaten like an 
apple. The apples and apricots 
are happier if they have from 25 
to 30 feet of growing room. How- 
ever, I should suggest that a Men- 
lo Park gardener plant either a 
dwarf or dwarf espaliered tree if 
he has only 15 feet of space. 

Secondly, the fruits which you} 
mention in your listing certainly 
cannot be considered as “hard to 
find or expensive in the market.” 
Although the “yellow” delicious 
might be so considered. I believe 
that your gardener readers will 
have better luck finding this 
apple if they request “golden de- 
licious.” 

I believe that you do the red 
apple an injustice by ruling them 
out with the words “are mealy un- 
less they are grown in the moun-}: 
tains.” You certainly do not mean 
that the color red makes an apple 
srown in Menlo Park become 
mealy. There are acres of red 
apples grown in San Mateo eoun- 
ty, and they are grown commer- 
cially. The Coublered Delicious, 
Richared Delicious, and Starking 
Delicious are excellent. You state 
that the best all-purpose apple is 
the Gravenstein; I suggest the 
Max Red Gravenstein as an excel- 
lent all red apple. It is a muta- 
tion of Gravenstein. The Bald- 
win is dark red and very juicy. 
It grows well here. However, 
Gravenstein and Bellflower are 
self-unfruitful and hence should 
not be recommended as ‘only 
apples” unless an excellent pol- 
lenizer apple like Golden Deli- 
clous is grafted on or planted 
nearby. The Pippen (sic) is self- 
fruitful. 

The varieties of pear you men- 
tioned should be a bit more care- 
fully treated. Although Doyenne 
du Comice and Beurre Hardy are 


| 


self-fruitful, the Bartletts, Beurre 
Hardy, B. Clairgeau, and Winter 
Nelis as being “not sweet or 
juicy.” They are al lexeeltent 
pears for the home garden. The 
difference in season should rec- 
ommend all these varieties. I 
have grafted 18 or 20 varieties 
onto one trunk. [ believe that 


you should suggest many varieties 
of truit being grafted upon a 
abckyard family fruit tree. Then 
all the pears do not come at once. 

Apricots, by the way, produce 
most of the fruit on old spurs, 
not on the new wood. The yearly 
pruning of apricots should elimi- 
nate most of the new wood which 
you say carries the fruit. W. L. 
Howard, in his free booklet (C 
117 U. C. Home Fruit Growing) 
considers Royal and Blenheim al- 
most the same, so that a person 
who cannot locate the Blenheim 
in a nursery might be just as well 
satisfied with Royal. 

I feel that a garden columnist 
should advertise improved varie- 
ties whenever possible. May I sug- 
gest the Fay Elberta or July El- 
berta as better than (Elberta). 

I hope that you will correct 
your siatement on the timing of 
the spray for the control of leaf 
curl on peaches. The spray 
should be applied while the buds 
are dormant. To spray just as 
the blossoms open would be too 
late! (cf. E. O. Essig and W. M. 
Haskins C. 87 Cal. Ag. Ex. Serv.). 

Please don’t suggest to garden- 
|} ers that any of the 4 spears you men- 
tioned should be sun-ripened. 
Pears are picked before they 
ripen, and then they are stored 
and cooled. Those that are tree- 
ripened become dry and mealy. 

I hope that you will continue 
to encourage people in this area

a Tot of ‘Compost. This gradua‘ly 
settles to about a cubic yard of 
compost, enough to cover an ar- 
ea of 200 square feet, two inches 
deep. 

As material becomes available 
from the garden, it can be added 
in layers a foot deep, trampe ir 
place, and about a pound of com 
mercial fertilizer sprinkled over 
each layer. 

It is essential that the pile b:< 
kept moist to have humus in : 
hurry. 

During rainy season keep the 
top concave, or run a hose over the 
pile once a week. I make a new 
pile after one reaches four feet, a¢ 
this is the easiest size to handle. 

In three months you should have 
plenty of humus.

WEEK OF NOV. 4 

When the foliage on gladiolus 
has turned yellow, the corms car 
be dug and their tops chopped of! 
to 2 or 3 inch stubs. 

Let the corms dry in a cool, sha 
ded spot and roll them in DDT (tc 
kill thrips) before storing them ir 
bags in a dry place.

It may be folly to predict the 
weather, but during the last three 
years we have had our first big 
wind and rain storm between Nov. 
20 and Dec. 2. 

After that there has been con- 
siderable rain, so if you still 
have big jobs ahead like fertil- 
izing the lawn, planting trees 
and shrubs, rototilling, raking 
Ieaves, setting out winter an- 
nuals, bulbs, mulching shrubs, 
painting fences or pouring con- 
crete, better plan to get it done 
in the next two weeks. 

All the homey weatner prophets 
like the wooly bear caterpillar 
Oregon robins (who aré here ear 
ly) and redwood trees (dropping 
their needles) predict a cold win 
ter. 

This means fall and early spring 


rains, and a dry and cold January | 


and February. 

This is a good calendar for the 
who needs rain now, and 
likes a dry spell in January to set 
in perennial vegetables like arti 
chokes, asparagus, strawberries 
(roses for us) and then spring 
rains to settle them in.

You may notice several so-called 
“evergreens” shedding some of 
their leaves now—not enough to 
destroy the evergreen look, but 
enough to litter the ground. 

This is a natural process, as 
most of the leaves on an eyer- 
green shrub are replaced through 
a 3-5 year period.

But actually, Menlo Park has a 
long history of participation in 
railroad problems and triumphs— 
a history extending back over 93 
years, when ground for the first 
San Francisco-San Jose railroad 
was broken here. And the city 
has had railroad connections with 
San Francisco for the past 91 
years. 

Crowds did not often gather in 
the quiet country village that was 
Menlo Park in 1863. 

But on Oct. 18 of that year, 
surreys and buggies from miles 
around wheeled hurriedly 
through the community and 
swelled a murmuring throng 
that had collected in’ holiday 
mood along two thin bands of 
new-laid rail. 

Excitement and tension erupt- 
ed into a roar at the sound of a 
faint shrill whistle and the ap- 
pearance of chuffs of dark smoke 
from the distant point where the 
tracks curved out of sight toward 
San Francisco. 

There was more of a wheeze 
than a present-day rumble as a 


small woodburning locomotive 
and a string of wooden coaches 
rushed toward the cheering 
crowd, marking a milepost in 


California railroad history. 
PROCEEDS SOUTH 

Building up steam, the tiny lo- 
comotive, “San Jose,” chugged on 
to Mayfield, now South Palo Alto, 
and returned to San Francisco and 
its depot near, the old Pioneer 
race course at 18th and Valencia 
streets.

While the “gold rush” was in 


Park’s| full swing during 1849, a group 


of San Franciscans launched the 
scheme of building a _ railroad 
from San Francisco to San Jose, 
with the hope of extending it 
later to the Mississippi river. 
After a series of unsuccess- 
ful attempts to raise sufficient 
capital to finance the project, an 
organization was formed and in- 
corporated August 18, 1860, and 
in the following October a con- 
struction contract was let. 

By vote in April, 1861, the peo- 
ple of San Francisco, San Mateo 
and Santa Clara counties subscrib- 
ed a total of $600,000 to the stock 
of the company. 

Ground was broken late in May, 
1861, at San Francisquito creek, 
Menlo Park, and during the sum- 
mer work was started in San 
Francisco county. 


START DAILY SERVICE 
Shortly after the “San Jose” 


reached Menlo Park, officials of; 
announced that one! 


the railroad 
train would make the round trip 
daily from San Francisco to May- 
field, and expressed hope that 
within days an additional daily 
train could be placed on round 
trip service to Menlo Park. 

Thus did the history of regu- 
larly scheduled train service on 


the San Francisco Peninsula be- 
gin. 
The name of Menlo Park ap- 


pears as a station stop in an ad- 
vertisement on May 8, 1864, with 
a round trip fare of $2.50. 

Although some believe that 
Menlo Park’s first station was 
built as far back as 1863, the 
date may never be determined 
since records were lost in the 
San Francisco fire.

Garden Club t Hears 
About Fall Color 
In Our Own Area 


To refute the idea that bright 
colored fall foliage is native just 
to the East, Ed Walker of Los} 
Altos last week showed the Menlo| 
Park Garden club a display of| 
plants, most of them in blossom, 
which can be seen growing in our 
area. 

Among the highly-tinted leaves 
and berries were specimens of the 
red oak, liquid amber, chinensis 
pistacho, oak leaf hydrangea, vi- 
kurnum odoritissima and leuco- 
thegatesky. These trees and 
shrubs may be seen in local parks 
and gardens outfitted in their fall 
colors as soon as the first cool} 
weather comes. 

A hawthorne—Autumn Glory—! 
native to Los Altos, has darker 
red berries resembling small 
crab apples, Mr. Walker pointed 


out. Another hawthorne; the 
Mexican hawthorne, has very 
large, lemon-colored berries, he} 
said, also resembling crab apples 
and also edible (although quite 


astringent). | 

New Zealand and Australia, ac-| 
cording to the speaker, have con- 
tributed many varities of unusual} 
shrubs to us which bloom in full} 
sun, need little care and bloom in 
profusion. 

Among these are 15 varieties of | 
Australian tea hybrids, leptosper- 
num, all bearing blossoms ranging | 
from white, pink, red and laven-| 


dar. In our climate they will} 
bloom twice yearly.
